Ralph S, Tarr of Cornell University, Pro- 
fessor M. ©.

The main object wns to bring home tho 


forty-ion meteorite discovered by Peary. _ 

New York, September 26,—Licutenant 
R, E. Peary cables to the Sui from Syd- 
ney, Cape Lroton, an account of the ox- 
pedition i in the Far North: After deserib- 
ing the’outward yeyage to Greenland and 
tho landing of the scientific parties tonake 
observations and collect specimens, Peary 
continues’: ‘Melville Bay was crossed in 
spite of und fug in twenty-six hours. aA 
large polar bear was killed on tho way. 
We arrived on August 8th at Cape York. 
We found s few natives there, and I learn- 
ed the sad news that a visitation of influ- 
enzs had killed twenty-eight of the Tittle 
tribé~-11 per cent of their entire number. 
We learned ‘also that Anniversary Lodge, 
my second house in North-west Grecnland. 
had beon burned. The oclipse of the sun 

was observed about. midnight on August 8, 
Tho lower limb was obscured to the améunt 
equal to one-fifth of the entire dise: 

“There was much ice east of Cape York 
im Melville Bay, and so the Hope ‘steamed 
north and yisited various _ settlements, 


obtaining costumes, tents, sledges, canoes, 
implementa, wagons, dogsy ote, making 
caste, photographs ‘ayurements ol 


the interesting people. “Tivo or three days 
were devoted to walrus hunting and a large 
number of specitiens were socured, alsu a 
number of reindecr, narwhals, white whales, 
seals, ete: Bird clifix-also were visited, 
and species of Arctic birds, in all stages of 
gruwth, were obtained. Bowdoln bay and 
the site of Anniversary Lodye wero ‘visited. 
The lodge was burned by the carelossness 
of old Atunginah, an Eaquimau witch. Wo 
also visited 1 mim, or the great. firesténe 
of the Esqui . Ttis a large nodule of 
pyriter, Fagen 5 of which for yeurs have 
served these natives as fIfat and steel for 
lighting their fres, - 

‘Steaming north.agnin an attempt to 
reach Cape Sabine was frovented by much 
heavy icc that filled Smith Sound. . The 
sito of Polaris house, where ‘part of tho 


-| Hall expedition wintered, was visited, and
